Mr. 'Chairman,  My  Lord, 'My  Ladies , Ladies ' and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for  195^,  during 
which  year.  Dr.  P.  G.  Cannon  v/as  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

I became  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health  in  February  1957f  and  am 
responsible  for  the  195^  Annual  Reports 

Prom  a Public  Health  point  of  vi.ew,  the  year  was  very  satisfactory 
The  Still  Birth  and  Infant  Mortality  rates  are  slightly  above  the 
national  average,  but  give  no  cause  for  anxiety.  The  Death  Rate,  in 
particular,  is  very  low. 

The  infectious  disease  notifications  revealed  no  serious  outbreaks 

There  was  one  case  of  paralytic  poliomyelitis,  but  no  contacts 
developed  the  disease. 

■ Three  cases  of  Sonrio  Dysentery  v/ere  notified  at  different  times 
during  the  year. 

The  information  in. this  report  on  food  premises,  shops,  factories 
and  housing  is  compiled  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors,  to  whom  I am 
indebted.

ADJUSTED  BIRTH  AND  DEATH  RATES  s COMP.IRABILITY  FACTOR. 


Local  Birth  Ratos  arc  expressed  in  terms  of  population.  These 
populations  are  estimated  by  the  Registrar  General  and  comprise 
persons  of  all  ages,  including  those  v/ho  have  no  influence  on.  . \ 
the  Birth  Rato.  These  latter  do,  however,  affect  the  birth  rate 
in  that  a high  proportion  of  them  in  a population  tends  to  ,lov/er,. 
and  a small  proportion  tends  to  raise,  the  true  rate.  The  size 
of  this  proportion  will  vary  in  different  areas,  and,  therefore, 
the  elimination  or  standardisation  of  such  a factor,  will  give 
a truer  ’comparison  betv/een  ares-s. 

The  Registrar  General  issues  a Comparability  Factor  on  these 
lines.  Multiplication  of  the  Crude  Birth  Rate  of .an  area  by 
the  Comparability  Factor  gives  the  _adjust..d  birth  rate  and  can 
be  compar.  d with  the  adjusted  rate  of  any  other  area  or  with  the 
crude  rate  for  England  and  dJales.  The  comparability  factor  for 
dC'^ths  is  obtained  in  a similar  v.-ay  to  the  above. 

The  „rGa  comparability  :'’actors  contain  adjustments  for  bounda.ry 
changes  where  applicable.  The  factors  for  certain  areas.,  where 
rapid  increase  or  reduction  in  the  population  materially  affects 
its  composition  by  sex  and  ago  group,  are  also  adjusted  on  that 
account. 


The  death  rate  area  comparability  factors  are,  this  yoar,  for 
the  first  time,  adjusted" s'pociflcally  to  take  account  of  the" 
presence  of  any  residential  institutions  in  each  area.
